I'm writing this for a very limited audience ... the 1800 
members of the 511th Parachute infantry Regiment who spent 
a Christmas on a God-forsaken mountain top on Leyte, the 
Philippines, 1944. 

It was a gray morning carved out of gray clay and 
shadowed by fog. It was not just a time — it was a mood 
— the kind of mood that is a part of the province of combat and 
never conveyed vicariously to the human being who has not 
lived physically with the tension, the violence, and anguish of 
protracted war. But the 1800 men I make mention of — they'll 
remember it. And they'll remember that morning. It came after 
a month of nameless, dateless days in a month. Because war is 
like that. It is separated into moments of survival, and the pas- 
sage of time is unheeded except to chronicle the fact that some

"I think this pretty much answers it," Ms. Beau- 
lieu said. 

A public hearing was scheduled for later in the 
week to give residents the opportunity to offer their input 
on the proposed Historic District plan.

— or just $5 a pager," Chief Magee said. "I'd just ask the 
board if they would consider changing providers." 

Chief Magee said the town is now using USA 
Mobility, previously Arch (Communications), and switch- 
ing to Verizon would be a significant cost savings. With 
that, the board gave Chief Magee permission to look into 
obtaining their pager service through Verizon. 

The board next met with resident Antonio A. Sol 
and Highway Surveyor Jeffrey G. Eldridge to discuss the 
drainage problem at Mr Sol's Cushman Road property. 
This matter was a continuation of the issue first raised by 
Mr Sol at last week's Selectmen's meeting, wherein he 
wanted to make Mr Eldridge aware that changes in the 
road have increased the runoff onto his property which 
has been collecting at the entrance to his driveway. Mr. 
Eldridge, however, could not attend the last Selectmen's 
meeting. 

"I want to first request a copy of the minutes from 
the December 5 meeting," Mr. Sol said. 

After being provided with the minutes and taking 
the time to read them, Mr Sol questioned if either Select- 
man Laboa or Selectman Morse were aware of anything 
that "happened" on his property on Cushman Road, since 
it was Selectman Nunes who first served as the liaison 
between the board and Mr. Sol.

Mr. Sol said he wanted to get the problem re- 
solved and next requested the board view some photo- 
graphs taken of his property and the drainage problem in 
question. 

"All this water is draining onto my property 
now," Mr. Sol said, adding that it wasn't a problem until 
fairly recently. 

Chairman Laboa reiterated that at last week's 
meeting they presented Mr. Sol with an agreement 
drawn up by Mr. Eldridge and Mr. Huntoon to rectify the 
problem by diverting the water into a culvert off Cush- 
man Road and into the so-called "cow pond" on Mr. Sol's 
property.

"The agreement we wrote up last week offered 
some possible solutions," Chairman Laboa said. 

"Water never drained into my driveway over 65 
years," Mr. Sol said. "Now a quarter of a mile of the road 
is draining down into my front driveway. I called Mr. 
Eldridge ... he never returned any calls. So let him make a 
move, please." 

Mr. Eldridge said he wrote up the proposed work 
agreement. "That's what I think needs to be done (to solve 
the drainage problem)," Mr. Eldridge said. "The road 
used to be lower than Mr. Sol's driveway, that's why there 
wasn't water there. Right now, the water can't get under 
his driveway ... to drain into the cow pond. In my opin- 
ion, that's what needs to be done." 

Mr. Sol said he didn't want the road runoff con- 
taminating the pond on his property because his cows 
drink that water. 

"Without running the water into the pond, is 
there any other way to solve the problem?" Chairman 
Laboa asked. 

"Evaporation," Mr. Eldridge said. "It's the lowest 
point on the street ... I can't make water run uphill." 

"I think the scope of work put together by the 
Highway Department is a reasonable approach to solve 
the problem," Chairman Laboa said. 

"I'm not accepting it," Mr. Sol said. "I want a 
layout ... and dimensions before I say anything." 

"If that's not acceptable to you, obviously there 
are other means of recourse," Chairman Laboa said.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have ovmed them. The 5 year old female really ■pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 

Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfuU and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a mmiber of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

• Teaching About Giving: The season of giving is 
upon us, and the time is right to teach your children what 
charity means. According to Jo- Ann Watson, Marketing 
and Development Director at the Gleason Family YMCA, 
"Charity doesn't start with helping strangers. As cliche as 
it sounds, it really begins at home. 

"Before children can do good in their communi- 
ties, they need to understand what charity is," Ms. Watson 
said. She explained that the easiest way for young chil- 
dren to understand charity is to see it in action among 
family members. 

For example, if a grandparent isn't feeling well, 
suggest that your child make a get- well card. If one child 
has a difficult day at school, invite the others to help you 
bake a treat for him or her. This helps a child become 
more sensitive to the needs and feelings of other people. 

Ms. Watson also recommended a holiday "caring" 
project that teaches the importance of nurturing living 
things and helps children recognize people who care 
for them. Have your child plant seeds in two pots, then 
instruct him or her to water, feed, prune, and talk to one 
plant, while intentionally neglecting the other one. As the 
plants develop, discuss the people who care for your child 
and how much better plants and people do when they 
are well cared for. When the thriving plant is full grown, 
ask the child to decorate the pot and give it to a special 
caregiver. 

When children get a little older, they can partici- 
pate in organized activities at home or with an outside

Duke Ellington, the First Congregational Church UCC of 
Fairhaven began offering less-traditional music by hosting 
a series of special jazz vespers services. 

"We wanted to try something different and offer a 
service that was simple, meditative, yet energizing," said 
Bette McClure, Pastor of the Fairhaven Church. "We aim 
to be part of the whole community and wanted to extend 
our welcoming hand beyond our membership with a 
worship opportunity for those that do not usually attend 
Sunday morning service." 

First Congregational' s music director Matt Rich- 
ard — a jazz musician himself — had attended a jazz ser- 
vice in Manhattan this past summer and it inspired him to 
bring that t5^e of worship to his home church. According 
to Mr. Richard, the idea of the jazz vespers service dates 
back at least to 1961, when St. Peter's Lutheran Church in 
New York City began holding worship services for those 
who could not attend on Sunday morning or desired a 
less traditional service. Many jazz musicians including 
Duke Ellington (composer of some of the greatest jazz 
works in history, including "Taking The A Train") attend- 
ed these services and often made musical contributions as 
well. 

The majority of the services are designed and 
led by Reverend Bette McClure with musical assistance 
from Richard. Held one Sunday evening each month, 
the service includes spiritual readings, prayers, a short 
three- to four-minute sermon, and silent reflection, along 
with several different pieces of jazz music. Each month, 
Mr. Richard and different jazz musicians he has recruited, 
play a prelude, postlude, offering and medley related to a 
theme chosen for that month. 

At each of these all-volunteer services, a freewill 
collection is taken up and given to the themed specific 
mission need. Proceeds from the services have benefited 
local families at Thanksgiving, helped Gulf Coast relief ef- 
forts, contributed to the Native American Ministries fund, 
and are earmarked to benefit local families during the 
holiday season through the Neediest Family Fund. 

The services, which attract both members and 
non-members of all ages, are getting rave reviews and the 
audience continues to grow as word spreads.

"Four months later it was up to 
65 and we expect it to continue growing as word gets out.

Syriana. Starring George Clooney and Matt 
Damon. Directed by Stephen Gaghan. Running 
time: 126 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

If you take anything out of Syriana, it miglit be 
f-jr^- this: Global dependence on oil is insanely complex, 

L JH guided by shady deals and murky violence, and there's 

^h^^MH^u nothing you can do about it. Except, perhaps, to make a 
^^^^^^Uk convoluted Oscar-chasing holiday movie about it. Syri- 
^^^Kf^^ ^''^ written and directed by Stephen Gaghan, who 
seems to have risen to grab the crown of Hollywood's 
Political Truth-Teller that Oliver Stone dropped long ago. The problem is that 
Gaghan, whose screenplay for the similarly conscientious and overpopulated 
Traffic won an Oscar, lacks Stone's skill at marshalling great chunks of data 
and dozens of characters and forging arousing masterpiece (see JFK). Gaghan 
needed either an extra hour (ideally, an eight-episode HBO series) or fewer 
characters. Syriana probes a significant subject but treats its people as mere 
stick figures carrying exposition from place to place. 

Who, for instance, is Bob Barnes? As played by a husky, bearded George 
Clooney, Bob is a loyal if exhausted CIA veteran, a flabby moth flying too 
close to the flame. Bob tells the truth about the Middle East, but the people 
in power have too much at stake in the oil fields. Bob is loosely based on the 
actual retired CIA agent Robert Baer, who, in his current status as film critic, 
has praised Syriana's "accuracy." Maybe it is, but I'd hate to think Baer in 
real life is as colorless as Bob Barnes is written. Clooney, an old hand at 
casual masculine authority, does what he can to make Bob interesting, but 
the character is little more than a martyr. 

A prominent Texas oil company loses its gas-drilling bid in the Middle 
East to the Chinese. Another company cozies up to Kazakhstan and wins 
drilling rights there. The two companies merge, and various people — the 
poweiful and powerless, their motives often far from clear — buzz around 
the money. The talk (a lot of it) in Syriana is very obscure and knowing; 
Gaghan does catch the way powerful men address each other across glass 
tables or over cigars. The movie acknowledges the ambition of yoimger 
players like Matt Damon's energy analyst (who turns a personal tragedy into 
a cash register), Jeffrey Wright's Washington attorney (who keeps having 
to go home to his sourly disapproving dad), and Alexander Siddig's shrewd 
Prince Nasir, who's willing to do business as long as military occupation 




isn't in the contract. 

The saturnine Alexander Siddig, projecting mystery and intelligence, 
steals the film. But his character is as ill-defined as any other We meet two 
laid-off Pakistani field workers (Mazhar Munir and Sonnell Dadral) who faU 
under the thrall of an Egyptian and become suicide bombers, and Gaghan 
obviously means them to be two of the many threads that make up the huge 
codependent web of oil mastery (violence in Gulf nations keeps the political 
hot potato rolling and is good for business). But their story could be a movie 
in itself, and the scrap of screen time they get isn't enough for Gaghan to 
develop a plausible shift from hard-luck guys to terrorists. Everyone else 
labors under the movie's weight, too — Matt Damon's family-man character 
seems to capitalize on his tragic loss within minutes of the funeral, and poor 
Amanda Peet, as his wife, has nothing to do except look stricken. (She doesn't 
even get a great "I know you're a jerk but I'm staying with you because the 
lifestyle is worth it" speech like the one she skewered Ben Affleck with in 
Changing Lanes.) 

Like Traffic, Syriana is aimed at the middle-aged, upper-middle-class 
white audience and structured as a position paper: This is why you should 
care about The War on Drugs or Our Dependence on Oil. Also like Traffic, 
the movie — liberal as it tries to be — draws on xenophobia. In Traffic, the 
sucker-punch message was that if drugs aren't decriminalized, your white 
daughter will sleep with black men. Syriana says that if we don't kick our 
oil addiction, our corporations and politicians will hop into bed (figuratively) 
with swarthy, corrupt Arabs. And both end up saying that the problem is too 
big for you to solve, anyway, so you might as well go home and hug your 
kids. Gaghan wants credit for merely pointing out the problem. Duly noted. 
In that spirit — and in the truth-telling spirit of Bob Barnes — I must point 
out that Gaghan, however well-intentioned, is better suited to writing op-eds 
than to crafting movies with characters we can care about.
